It 
all came abou t throu gh the mov ing 
of the tire plu g at the corner of Main 
and Second streets, from the Main 
street sid e of the street to the Sec­ 
ond street corner. 
The water was 
shu t off at ten o’clock so that the 
work might be d one. • 
Su pposing that the water had been 
tu rned off at the reserv oir, 
all the 
tire plu gs in the bu siness part of the 
city were opened in ord er to d rain 
them. 
Ord inarily it d oes not take 
long to d rain the mains bu t last night 
the water 
continu ed to 
flow and 
along abou t three o’clock this morn­ 
ing it was d iscov ered that the reser­ 
v oir was 
d ry . 
With 
water v ery 
scarce to begin with, the people were 
pu t to an ad d itional hard ship. 
The “bone” at the water and light 
plant cost liu nd red s of gallons of 
water and the city wou ld hav e been 
in a bad way had there been a fire. 
Instead of 
closing all the 
water 
gates from the reserv oir lead ing in­ 
to the mains some mu st hav e been 
left open as the water all d rained 
from the tank and it was ev en nec­ 
essary to close 
d own the 
electric 
light part of the plant at an early 
hou r. The city was not only withou t 
water, bu t was 
d ark also, cau sing 
mu ch inconv enience. 
Ju st who is at fau lt is not known 
and probably nev er 
will be. 
The 
su perintend ent, it is u nd erstood , per­ 
sonally attend ed to the closing of 
the water gates. 
He either d id not 
close all of them or someone opened 
them after he left. 
The 
city 
was 
notified that the 
wj^ter 
wou ld be 
tu rned off at ten o’clock and resi­ 
d ents in the 
northern part of the 
city thou ght of cou rse that there 
wou ld be plenty of water this morn­ 
ing, bu t they waited in v ain and some 
were still waiting at a late hou r to­ 
d ay while the city was bu sy filling the 
reserv oir.

oy er long d istance telephone 
Wed ­ 
nesd ay and asked them if the check 
was good . 
The presid ent 
of 
the 
bank was informed that Weber had 
no fu nd s on d epoit and 
had 
nev er 
had an accou nt 
here. 
It 
appears 
that he told the Oreenbsu rg 
bank 
that he had some money in the Sey ­ 
mou r bank and left the check for d e­ 
posit. 
It was mad e pay able to him­ 
self. He 
gav e sev eral checks to 
Greensbu rg merchants it is reported . 
Bu t when the paper began to float 
too freely the bank officials became 
u neasy and started the inv estigation. 
Ben My ers and Lon Rad er, both of 
Greensbu rg, are hold ing two checks 
against Weber. 
It is reported that when 
Weber 
went to 
Greensbu rg.

known that he intend ed to take em­ 
ploy ment in a barber « hop there and 
engaged board with Mr. My ers.

Weber ev id ently became alarmed Af­ 
ter passing sev eral of the checks aad 
went to Ru shv ille Wed nesd ay morn­ 
ing.

W ashin g ton , July 19 .—“The q uestion 
n ever has arisen in my min d even for 
on e m om en t th a t an y frien d of m in e 
would save frien dly correspon den ce 
for political purposes, let alon e us© it. 
All of my correspon den ce w ith y ou 
has been a pleasure as well as an edu­ 
cation , but I do « n ot kn ow of on e letter 
of y ours th a t I have saved after read­ 
in g an d an sw erin g it. so if an y chair­ 
m an w rote to me an d asked me to turn 
over Dr. C rockett’s letters to him for 
political purposes I would thin k th at 
ffellow was a very ‘cheap sk a te ’ an d 
was un fit to an sw er his letters, for it 
would be placin g me in a position of 
sellin g out my irien d, an d he m ust rate 
me as a very cheap article If he 
thoug ht he could g et an y in form ation 
out of me ag ain st a frien d.” 
The foreg oin g is Colon el M artin M. 
M ulhall’s estim ate of person s who sell 
private correspon den ce th at political 
ex ig en cies m ay be m q t thereby . 
The 
letter which con tain ed this ex pression 
of the colon el’s views is ii\ his own 
han dw ritin g , embodied in the g en eral 
^iles of the Mulhall correspon den ce as 
delivered to the in vestig atin g com m it­ 
tee. 
The q uoted parag raph is a por­ 
tion of a letter addressed to Dr. Georg e 
L an try C rockett of Thom aston , Me., 
an d was dated Sept. 28 , 19 08 , from In ­ 
dian apolis. 
Sen ator Nelson read the parag raph 
to the com m ittee. 
Mulhall asked at 
the con clusion of the readin g : 
“Do 
y ou w an t to in terrog ate me on that, 
Sen ator N elson ?” 
“No,” said Sen ator Nelson , “I don ’t 
thin k th a t will be n ecessary .”

They further review ed the campaig n 
of Jam es E. W atson for the g overn or­ 
ship of In dian a, in which the N ation al 
Association 
of 
M an ufacturers 
was 
deeply in terested. 
Colon el M ulhall’s prom ised disclo­ 
sures as to the alleg ed attem pt on the 
part of the N. A. M. to bribe Samuel 
Gompers to chan g e sides in the fig ht 
or to play traito r to tlfe Americhn Fed­ 
eration of Labor then came. 
Mulhall 
told his story with much dram atic ef­ 
fect, raisin g his voice un til it ran g to 
the outer corridors.

Agriculturists 
of 
Um atilla 
County, 
Facing Ruin, Appeal to Washington. 


U m atilla co u nty , in Orego n, has been 
inv aded by millio ns o f jack rabbits, 
and the farm ers in despair hav e ap­ 
pealed to W ashingto n fo r aid. 
Already a district o f o v er 28 8 squ are 
miles has been sw ept clean by the'de- 
stro y ing pests, and the jack rabbits are 
widening o u t, the m ain arm y appar­ 
ently div iding into two fo rces, o ne o f 
which is inv ading the lands farther 
no rth, w hile the o ther is attacking the 
co u ntry farther west. 
The farm ers o f that regio n hav e 
been o pening u p a practically new 
co u ntry , and the lo ss o f their grain 
cro ps leav es them facing starv atio n. 
They are financially u nable to fight 
the anim als and will hav e to depend 
u po n help fro m o u tside o r abando n 
their ho m esteads. 
H u ndreds hav e lo st 
their little all. 
The rabbits came in ho rdes fro m the 
regio n to the west, to w ard the Co lu m­ 
bia riv er, when the tender feed liegan 
to dry u p, and the y o u ng grainfields 
hav e been a lu scio u s find fo r them. 
They cu t do wn the stalks o f grain ju st 
belo w the head, leav ing the stu bble 
standing. 
W hile there is talk o f ho lding a big 
rabbit driv e, it is no t tho u ght su ch 
m easu res wo u ld hav e mu ch effect, as 
the jacks will so o n drift back into the 
alfalfa fields o f the irrigated sectio ns. 
As so o n .a« the grain is ripened eno u gh 
to . begin harv esting the destru ctio n o f 
the pests will be o v er fo r the seaso n, 
so far as the grain farm ers are co n­ 
cerned. becau se rabbits do no t like dry 
feed. 
A pparently the m ain ho pe o f check­ 
ing the Inv aders lies, in the su ccess 
o f ino cu latio n 
with 
disease 
germs, 
m ade by State V eterinarian W. H. 
Ly tle, who injected sev eral su bjects 
w ith bacilli o f the “snu ffles” o r"“rab­ 
bit distem per” and tu rned them lo o se 
to infect the great arm y . 
If the jacks 
are no t checked the aggregate lo ss in 
eastern Orego n will be eno rmo u s. 
Au tho ritie?y >ay that o nly the abo li­ 
tio n o f the co y o te bo u nty will av ail In 
wiping o u t jacks in that regio n. They 
hav e increased by the millio ns o f late 
y ears. 
The 
no rthern 
species, 
which 
has 
taken po ssessio n o f eastern Orego n, 
breeds o nly tw ice a y ear, w ith fo u r 
to six in a litter, bu t the y o u ng attain 
fu ll size in two m o nths and im medi­ 
ately begin repro du ctio n, so tha t when 
they get started they m u ltiply ^in geo ­ 
m etrical pro gressio n u nder fav o rable 
co nditio ns su ch as are bro u ght abo u t 
by irrigatio n, agricu ltu re and the dim ­ 
inu tio n o f serpents, birds and beasts 
o f prey .

Queen Elecnore of Bulgaria H a s A p ­ 


pealed to Queen Elizabeth of Rou- 


mania, to Check the Advance of the 


Roum anian A rm y Upon 
Bulgarian 


Capital, to W hich Roum anian Queen 


Made Gentle and Diplomatic Answer. 


London, July 19 .—One v ery interest­ 
ing happening of the war is the tele­ 
graphic appeal of Queen Eleonore of 
Bulgaria to Queen Elizabeth, “Carmen 
Sylv a,” of Roumania, ask ing “that the 
adv ance of the Roumanian troops into 
Bulgaria be stopped. 
To this Queen 
Elizabeth replied that the Roumanian 
soldiers would continue to adv ance, 
“but with the greatest consideration.” 
Telegrams from Salonik a say the 
Roumanian, Greek and Serv ian armies 
will march on Sofia and dictate terms 
of peace at the Bulgarian capital. On 
the other hand a Bucharest dispatch 
states that although the Roumanian 
army continues to adv ance on Sofia, 
the Roumanian gov ernment has not 
yet definitely decided to occupy the 
Bulgarian capital. 
The Daily Express says that King 
Charles of Roumania has answered 
the message of King Ferdinand of Bul­ 
garia, in reference 
to the basis on 
which he is prepared to restore rela­ 
tions of friendship between the two 
countries. 
Although the reply is not 
published, it is understood that its ten­ 
or is that it is necessary in mak ing 
peace with Roumania, also to mak e 
peace with Serv ia and Greece, and that 
the Roumanian monarch is carrying 
on negotiations toward this end. 
According to a Serv ian official re­ 
port the main Bulgarian army is now 
massed between Kustendil and Dub- 
nitza, and about forty miles south of 
Sofia, and here the ^Bulgarians will 
mak e their last stand if the allies at­ 
tem pt to march on the capital. 
It is 
said, howev er, that the Bulgarians are 
wholly unprepared to resist any at­ 
tempted inv asion of Sofia, and should 
the Roumanians push on they could 
enter at any time. 
The charges in regard to m assacres 
and outrages of v arious k inds are re­ 
peated fropi both Bulgarian and Greek 
and Serv ian sources. 
The Greek s are hurrying to the town 
of Xanthi, in Macedonia, to protect the 
inhabitants from a massacre which 
has been threatened by the Bulgarians 
who are retreating from Drama tc 
Xanthi. 
An official Greek statem ent 
charges that the Bulgarians destroyed 
the city of Serras and massacred many 
people. The ruins are said to be filled 
with mutilated bodies of aged men and 
women as well as children.

ESTIMATE OF THE SENATE 


Som e Figures Relating to the Am end­ 


ed Revenue Bill. 
W ashington, July 19 .—The senate 
finance committee majority has made 
its formal report in support of the Un- 
derwood-Simmcns tariff bill. 
The re­ 
port asserts that the bill as amended 
decreases the av erage ad v alorem rate 
on all imports 27.64 per cent below the 
rates of the Aldrich* bill and 4.27 below 
the rates of the house bill*. The report 
says the house bill freelisted imports 
v alued at $10^000,000 and that the sen­ 
ate has increased 
the amount by 
amendment to $147,367,000. The com­ 
mittee admits that there has been a 
reduction of the probable rev enues un­ 
der, the bill as amended of nearly $10,- 
000,000. 
The av erage ad v alorem rate of duty 
lev ied on imports for 19 12 under the 
Paync^Aldrich bill is said to hav e been 
36t86 per cent. The authors of the bill 
as it came from the senate committee* 
say that if the senate amendments are 
preserv ed it wHl be reduced to 26.67 
per cent. 
The assertion is made that 
the rev enues collected under the bill 
for the first year ending June 30, 19 14, 
will tie $2,020,0.00 in excess of the dis­ 
bursements.

Albany, N. Y., July 19 .—That he has 
the legislature on his hands, Gov ernor 
Sulzer is beginning to realize.

ent legislativ e session aliv e practically 
the rem ainder of the year, so as to be 
in a position to m eet any mov e which 
Gov ernor Sulzer may mak e in his de­ 
term ination to eliminate Charles F.
